He presented the question from the 
viewpoint of the Republicans, who 
have opposed Cuban reciprocity on ac- 
count of the beet sugar interests an<l 
Mid in part: "I would not for any- 
thing have you believe that we. who 
for two months have been battling for 
what we believe to be right, were ani- 
mated by any hostility or unfriendli- 
ness toward the Island of Cuba. Such 
is far from the truth. We have al- 
ways aided and .unstained her in her 
struggle for independence. We glory 
In her approaching sovereignty. But 
we must not forget that while we may 
sympathize with Cuba, our first duty 
is toward our own people, and every- 
thing that tends to strengthen and 
develop our multiplied resources at 
home and add to the measure ot our 
national strength and independence 
should be the ob.ieet of our profound- 
esl solicitude. The lamented McKin- 
ley said *'i*h his unerrii.K wi-dom in 
the discussion of the tariff act which 
bears his name: 'Nothing can be done 
to so sn( ( e-^>fnlly clip the wlngs of 
the sugar trust as to develop our beet

SCHOOL LAWS. 



SuBie IhaBfces Mads hy the Keceat Geieral 



The first examination for common 
school gradaation is changed from the 

last Thnraday in January to the last Fri- 
day and Saturday in that month. The 
date of the second examination is changed 
from the la.<t Thursday in June to the 
second Friday and Saturday in May, just 
a week iMfore the flnt examination for 
teachers. 

Hereafter teachers will be paid 20 per 
cent, of the school fnnd in October, No- 
vember and January, and 40 per cent in 
December. 

Section 7 of House Bill 148 removes the 
penalty imposed by the old law on trus- 
tees for failure to have a echool honee 
built within twelve months from the data 
of the condemnation of the old honse. 
This will enable tmsteee to levy and col- 
1-ct a tax, year liy year, and lay it aside 
until tbey have accumulated enoufth to 
build witliont borrowing money. Under 
tbi- ufi t: It) the County Superintendent 
can ruii'iemn the bouse two or three 
years earlier than under the old law, and 
the district ran continue to use the old 
bouse while they collect taxes from year 
to year till they have enough to build 
without borrowing. The purpoee of these 
provisions is to remove, as nearly as pos- 
sible, the difficulties trustees and super- 
intendents have been laboring under 
•inee the Oonrt of Appeals decided that 
the old law authorir.inR trustees to levy a 
four years' tax and borrow money was 
unconstitutional. 

In addition to the plan outlined in Sec- 
tion 7 another method for building is 
provided in Section 8. The old law 
limited the purposes for which a tax 
could be voted in the district to the ex- 
tension of the term and for the better 
payment of the teacher. This law is en- 
larged, permitting the tax to ba voted 
for building a bouse. A iMUra majority 
authorizes the levy of a thraa years' tax, 
and when the tax carries by a two-thirds 
vote, thereby complyinn: with Section Io7 
of the Constitution, the trustees may 
borrow monsiy and build without delay. 
This same sfction also provides that a 
tax may be voted to liijuidate any debt

William Crawford, hettprkijowu amootf 
his associates as "Stick," was shot three 
times Wednesday shortly after noon, by 
Boone Beckett, a barber engaged in busi- 
ness on Market near Front. Only three 
shota wcrft lire'l, all of them taking elTect, 
one in the left shoulder, one between 
the shoulders and the third in the right 
hand. One of the Hhots penetrated the 
left lung and another fractured the spinal 
column. Either of theae shots is pro- 
nounced almost necessarily fatal. 

Craw'ord was removed shortly after 
the shooting to Dr.Taulbee's office nheie 
his wounds were dressed and everything 
done to alleviate his sutidrings. The 
shot in the spine paralyzed tht body 
from the point of fracture down.

hand. Tiie 'a'ler ran and attempted to 
nnier the r.<uitti diior tO WalUce's restau- 
rant, but could not open it. In the mean 
time Beckett had risen and flred two 
more shot^, the second |)a!>siiig through 
the lung and the third fracturing the 
spine. 

r.ecifett claims Crawford liatl on a pair 
of metal knucke when he began the as- 
.«ault, and that he was knocked down by 
a blow on the heail from the knucks. 
lleclaim.s the knucks were removed from 
Crawford's band after the latter fell. 

.\frer he was informed that his wounds 
were regarded as fatal, Crawford made a 
statement to County Attorney O'Doo- 
nell. The substance of it was that on 
meeting Beckett he asked why he had 
had the warrant issueci for him : that 
Beckett replied it was for being drunk in 
his shop ; that he then struck at Beckett 
three times with his ti'it, but did not bit 
him ; that he did not have on any knucks 
at the time; that when Beckett pulled 
his pistol, he (Craw ford i started to run, 
and was shot in the back while trying to 
get inithe door at Wallace's; he could 
not say how many shots Beckett llred. 

Beckett was arrested by I'oliceman 
Thompson and taken before;Judgo Whit- 
aker, who, on learning the dangerous 
character of Crawford's wounds, fixed the 
accused's bail at $2,500. Failing to give 
bond, Bbckett waa committed to jail. 

Beckett's preliminary trial is set for 2 
o'clock this afternoon, but the case will 



necessarily have to be continued to await 
the result of Crawford's wonnds. 

After his wounds were dressed by Dr. 
Taulhee and he had made his statement to 
the County Attorney, Crawford was re- 
movt d to the home of his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. George Crawford, on Second 
street near Limestone. He was still 
alive at 9::i0 o'clock this morning. Ha 
is about thirty years old and was at one 
time in the saloon business at Manches- 
ter, and was later a bartender ia thia 
city, but bad po regular work of lata.

Carmel, and has conducted a barber shop 
at hia praaettt stand for a year or mamt
